We object to giviiiy ihe Hung so diynilied 
an appellalion ; let it be called, as it really 
Ks, "Cahv's Kizzlk.'' The whole thing is 
a mass of absurdities from beginning to 
end— iiidefini'te where it should be clear ; 
so loosely drawn up that any fiflh-rato law- 
yer in the colony could tear it to pieces as 
if it were so much rotten paper, and so full 
of legal infirmities that a much less skillful 
Jehu than the late Dau. O'Connoll could 
trot a whole battalion of mounted hor>e 
str.ii^lii tlirongh it at a '2:40 pace. Such a 
measure inii^ht answer well enough for the 
cia.ss of bcui^s whom Mr. Selim Franklin 
represents: but it will never receive ihe 
approbation, or answer the tequiieii-., nts, of 
ihe ititelligent population of the city of Vic- 
toria. 

We purpose, for the edification and 
amusement of our readers, to lay belore 
thorn a few of Ihe leading and most objec- 
tionable features of this most inimitable 
produelion. 

1. In section 3, the qualificalion requires 
n candidate for Mayor or Councillor to bo a 
British sulject, rafd on the niunicipul 
a.ssessnieiit roll oi the cily, in re.spect to 
freeholds, £ jO ; leaseholds, jL'ldO; or it [lar- 
tially of one and parlially of ttie ulher, then 
in like proportion. 'I'his is neilher here nor 
tliere, for any one who may be u candidate 
will have lhat amuunt and more. Dal liere 
lollowf a pruvi.-ioi) su decidedly ubjueliona- 
bie, Ihiil ue uould Iain hope no one cuiild 
be induced to vole for it. It is, thai at llie 
fust eleotion, the (jualiticatioii shall be, in- 
t tead a^- above stated, Ifeehohi X'130 ; lease- 
hold xlioo ; ... like proportion, if Ihe party 
(juahiies on partly freehold and partly lease- 
hold property. Now, we would ask, why 
make any ouch an absurd and unnecessary 
distinction between the first and subsequi nt 
elections 1 That there is some ' Uerior ob- 
ject in view will n(it be doubted by those 
who know the bill-maker. But this i.s not 
the most objectionable '-ature in this sec- 
tion. Will our readers credit the tact lhat 
it is proposed to do away al l(i;;t;thiT wilh 
the assessment roll, and (■\lilid the ijnaldi- 
cati'/ii to any and all persons lioldinL' prop- 
erty i;i j/lf colony of itie teijiii.^ite Vi.luf ' t ); 
in olhcr wnrds, a lamiiinider in .\..ii.ii!iio,

" mode*' of procedure in such cases will 
be "regulated" to suit the nature of the 
case and the individual popularity of the 
parties concerned. 

4. Section 15 defines the order of pro- 
ceedings of the Council ; and here is put on 
tlie cnp-.stone to the municipal monument of 
absurilities. Before any meeting of Council 
can be held, notices must be posted up throe 
clear days, at least, before such meeting; 
one on the door of the [ilace of assembly, 
one on the donv of ll.u magisti aurs court, 
and one on the door of Chri.--t church; such 
notices to be signed by the Mayor, or by 
three members instead of the Mayor, and 
the business to bo transacted at such meet- 
ing must be stated in said notices, and no 
other business shall be transacted at such 
meeting, e.\cept that which is specified in 
said notices. If ibis is not legal tinkering, 
we do not know what to call it. Hero ia a 
city jn.st mergiiii: into being, with work 
enough to be done, and absolutelv reijuired, 
to demand tho luiremiltiiig and constant 
atlenlioii of the Ahiyoi- and Council, every 
day in the week fur a, year to come, and yet 
Mr. Cary, in the plenitude of his transcend- 
ent wisdom, ties tln'in down to a silly and 
absurd system of restrictions by which they 
can ellect comparatively nothing, notwith- 
standing so much is retjuired. Out of 313 
working days in the year, but four are 
allowed for the transaction of genuine busi- 
ness ! h not colonial experience wanted ? 

We are pleased to learn that there is some 
prospect of quite a different bill being passed 
from tiiat proposed. Mr. Waddington has 
prepared one. It is a perfect municipal 
code. It is founded on the Canada munici- 
pal system, which was lauded but a few 
weeks ago in the London Times as being 
far in advance of any other in the world. 
Too much credit cannot be given to iMr. 
Waddiiiiiton lor iii.s untiring exertions lo 
draw up a bill for the incorporation of Vic- 
toria that would r(?fieot credit on any cunii- 
try. Wo shall take occasion lo iii-laiwe it.^ 
peculiar tnerils In the rneanlime, it i.^ 
sincerely f.oiied lhat the praise ae. iirded lo 
it will bo followed by the united support of 
all parties.
